The Diplomatic Correspondence Concorns
ing Mexico.
From the Temes,

During the war of Secession Louls Napoleon
exhibited no great anxiety to secure the recogni
tion of the so-called Mexican Empire by our
Government. The subject was hinted at once or
wwice, but from what we have heard we judge
that Maximilian was more anxious than his mas-
ter about the matter, Our recognition was of
gecondary importance then; for with the esmm-
blishment ot the Southern Contederscy, which
was considered am assured historical fact in
Europe, thé Northern Government would have
but limited influence, and but distant relations
with Mexico., The Government and the Empire
of Jeli. Davis would have been the power whose
action would have becu of importance, aud there
is uo doubt that it would have been glad enough
to recognize, or be resognized by, Maximilian or
any one else.

But just when the Confederacy was broken
beyond repair—iust when the power of our Gov-
crument was Imumpbantly vindicated over all
foes upen land and sea—that is to say, sbout
nine months ago-—a systemntic and determined
gerics of uperations were begun to secure the re-
eoguition of tne Maximilian empire by the Goy-
ernment of the Unitea Btutes,

The diplomatic correspondence of our State
Department about Mexico 8 of a rewarkably
comwplicated character, 'I'his is curiously illus.
trated by the documents which President Jehn-
son sent to Congress on Tuekday, in compliunce
with a previous resolution of that body, Secre-
tury Beward has commuunication on the subjeet
with Romero, representing the Juarez Govern-
ment; with Arroyo, representing Maximiliang

. with slantholun. representutive o Louis Napo-

leon at Washington, and with Drouyn de 'Huoys
in Pans, through our representative at the
French Court. To steer astralght course under
these embnrrassing clreumstunces, and to give
to all the correspondence the uecessury upity of
sentiment nnd exprossion, requires on the one
band no little diplomatic skill, and on the other,
that the policy ol our Government shall be clearly
defined, decided, and fixed.

Those who have taken the trouble to read the
despatches will entertain no doubt that both
these requirements are met, There is much
said by ill-informed or malicious people about
tergiversation in our diplomacy qun this im-
pornt question,  But it 18, nevertheless, a fuct,
teste  beyond dispute, that from the time the
invasion of Mexico wag projected four years ago,
until the 6th of last mounth, when the published
correspondence ends, the policy of our Govern-
ment concerning Mexico has been ol the most
consigient nnd steady charaoter, and s ofticinl
utternnees have been such as to meril the aesig-
nation ol the highest statesmanship.

It has, under all circumstances, refuged to

| recognize Maximilian, and has never: censed to

rotest against the French policy of mvasion,
t s constantly maintained its relations with
the Republican Government, beth in Mesico
itself’ and at Weshington, and has in this and
other ways given it an unwavering moral sup-
pert. At the same time it has never found it
necessary to plunge the nation into war, or to
wdulge in blustering threats of war. We all
know what the latter course would have mennt
during the Rebellion; and though the Rebdllion
i# i thing of the past, and the power and ener-
giex of the nation are now compact snd untrun-
mwelled, our Government has always to this
moment maintained the game pacific course, and
the rame dignified and decldea attitude, Neithor
the course mnor the uttitude can be mistaken,
either by Louis Napoleon or by Maxiwiliun,
They are only misrepresented by those In this
country whose conscant business is misrepre-
sentation,

It wns at the beginning of March last that
forior Arrovo, who bad arrived here with the
wisgion, proclaimed in wdvance,to 'gecure the
recoguition of Maximiban, attempted to ap-
pronch the Becrelary os=state through Mr, Cor-
win, who had been our Minister to Mexico, and
whose Jfuvorable lnclinndon towerds the new
empire was well known., He expressed himselt
anxious merely to secure the recognition of
Maximilign's Consuls to this country in the in-
terest of trade; but took the trouble of stating
that the Covernment o} Juarez had no existenco
elther de faclo or de yuwre—n matter upon which,
it mnst bae .uuppm:mi. or Governwent entertained
i different opinion.

No replication being made to on this, the Mar-
guis de Monthelon called ot the Depurtment of
State gome tune atter, sayving 1hat a special
agent had preived from Mexico, bearing o letrer
from Muxin lan to the President of the United
States; but Montholon was preseutly informed
that our Govermment was in Iriendly commuoni
cition with the Republican Governmeut of
Mexivo, aud that the President deolined to re-
eeive the letter, or to hold Interconrse with {he
agent who brought it.

The next document is 4 despatch of Mr. Beward
to our Mimster at the French Courg, lor the in-
formation of the French Emperor, Mr. Bigelow
i Informed “that the presence and operations of
i French symy in Mevjeo, and its maintenance
ol suthority there, are causes of erious concern
to the United States;” that this country still
regards the attemnt to establish permanontly &
foreten and Lmperin! Government in Mexi00 us
disallowable and impraecticsble;® that we cannol
agree W gomprowige 1he position we have here-
tolore mesumeds and that we will not *'recopulze
any political instito tions in Mexico which are in
nli!ma.llun to the Republican Governmeut with
which we have ko loug aud so constantly muin-
tnined relations of amity and (riendship,”

(n this despatoh belug read to Drouyn de
Lhiuys, be remarked, doublless with truth, that
he derived neither pleasure nor satisfetion from
its contents, BMr Seward reiterates these senti-
ments, however, in Decomber lnsi, and 10 con-
oluding his desputeh suve thut “‘the Umited
States will not recognige Maxtmilian even if the
French troops should be withdrawn from

Mexico.” In the same month Drouyn de Lhuys
ain makes an appeal for tha recognilion of
Muximitian, stuting blandly ‘‘the strone desire
of the Freneh Government to withdraw ita suxi-
lsry corpe a0 soon as ciroumsinness would
sllow i, But oven to this Mr Beward focls
compelled 1o reply that *'the condition which
the Emperor prosentsa |s one whica sesms to be
impractionble.”
hus the whole of this matter stands,  If it be
not perfectly satisiactory n all rmgmu. it n
At least of suoh a charnoler as to vindleate our
Government, The guestion sllll requires deli.
cate and decided treatment: but we may he
nasured it will have this in the foture as |t hae
had im the past,

A Historical Mistake.
From the Tribune, ]

The World, assailing the present taril and the
policy of protection, says:—

“Dutios oanuot be lawlally leviod mersly to pro-
teot mammoth assoelations of capital In New kne-
Innd., Protection is but an inoldent of the tevanues.
ruising power ; and the modent cannot leeal'y bo
carried mbove the principal, The Zribune school of
poiticians, who make the interest of manuifhoturems
& thing of parmmount imporiance, rarely disouss
what rato of duty will, on a given articie, yield the
most moner to the Treasury, but what rate will pe
best for epecial private ¢orporations.’

—Wao beg lenve to correot our neighbor on a
vital point. “The Zribune sohool of politicians”
does not “make (he interesi ol manifochrers
thing of paramount importance:» nor dees if
seek “merely to protect mammoth gasociations of
capital in New England,” On the conirary, we
learned our political economy from the essays
and lerters of Matthew Carey, Hezekinh Niles,
dames Madison, and Andrew Jackson, us also
from the speeches o1 Henry Clay, of Kentuckys
Tod, Sergennt, and orward, of Penusylvania;
Newton aud Doddridge, of irginia; Southard,
of New Jersey: Henry R. Btores and James
Tallmudge, of New York, ete, eto. To n single
New Enelander only—Rollin 0, Mallory, of Ver
mont—are we conseiously indebted tor any con-
firmation of those views, Weo learned to love
and cherish: the polley of protection while New
Eoglaud was strongly adverse to  it—while
Danlel Webster was spenking and voting azainst
it—and while but a single Boston journal, the
Courter, was its advocate, Others hive changed
—for the bebter or worse, as it may be—but our
views ol politien]l economy have Deen matured
and strengthened, not essentislly moditied, by
the discussions and developments of the last
thirty to forty years.

All thid, manifestly, does not prova them cor-
rect: but it does expose the wean unveracity and
shullow knavery of such langusge as we quote
above from the World, aud to which economists
ol 1tz school are notoriously prone, Why can't
some ope of them be shamed into the manly
seeming of tking up General Jackson's letter to
Dr, Coleman, for iustance, and attempting to
show wherem he was mistaken in arguing that
the interests of agriculture were to be best sub-
served by proteetive duties on Imported manu-
factures! His siatement of the case is clear,
direct, and positive; it covers the whole ground;
let us see the World for onee guote’it and try tof
prove it fallacious. Buch a course might con-
vince some one of the sincerity, it not the sound-
ness, ot our neighbor's inculeations; while the
supercilious Rippancy of 18 current substitute
for srgument can only harden coneeit into
bigotry, and preslude investigntion: by difusing
tgn;: impression that the guestion his but one
side.

The great and evise men who lInid the founda-
tions o1 the prolective policy among us could
not have been swerved ircm the true line py
devotion to “the interest of manufacturers" or
of “special private corporations,’ since those
had in their day no subsrantive existouce among
us. We were a nution o1 cultivators, exporting
rude and bulky lpmu'uct:-\ wherewith to pay for
most of the metals and (abrics we required. Of
course, we were poor, a8 purely agricultural na-
tion: slways are. Sometimes we found eager
markels aud good prices lor our surplus pro-
duncts; ot other times we could searcely give
them away; while in the best times & very lurge
sheve of their price was absorbed by the cost of
trausit from producer to consumer,  Our (athers
suld, **This is not the trueipolicy ; we muost diver-
siiy our industry; we must cherish and natural-
iz¢ manufactures, thereby securing permanent
markets and higher prices for our agricultural
products, while mercasing the intelligence, skill,
and efliglency of our luhor,”

We uncoubtingly belicve they wers risht in
this view, and that our couutry ig thiz day Im-
mengely richer, move populons, more intelhgent,
more prosperous, than i would or could have
been had the counsels of such statesmen as
Hamilton, Clay, and Jackson been withheld
or disregurded. Others—honestly, we doubt
not—hold the opposite view: but they have usa-
ally been estopped from fairly considering ours
by such calumuious abuse gs we have guoted
from the World, We have studied their economie
philosophy, and believe we see exunefly wherein
it 18 delective or mistaken. Toey have not
stondied ours, because they began with tne
ussnmiptlon that we bhad and could have none,
They will never comprehend us, becuuse they
do not deem it worth while; but their self-com-
placency provokes bul atolerant smile, and their
most studied insults caunot disturb our equa-
nimity.

Congress and the President —The “Irrepres-
sible Confliel”
From the World.

The Republican leaders find themselvea “he-
tween the devil and the deep sea.” If they
break with the President, they incur the risk of
£0 weakening their party that they ean no louzer
command a majority in the Northern Stales ; uf
they acquieses in his poliey, the admission of the
South into Congress and ita participation in the
nest Presidentin]l election threaten them with
more certain ruin from unotbher guarter,

In the ditference which has arisen between

Congrees and the President, Mr. Seward has
avitled himself of aconvenienl protext for ab-
sence irom the scene of contlict, He might have
derived ‘equnl advantsge te his health from a
voyuge in the month of February: but he could
not huve remuined o Washington during the
origis of the confiict without actlvely exerting
hig influcnee on one gide or the other, He s s
stitesman of 100 mueh ataudive in his party, he
bus personal relations with too many members
of bothi{Houses, his social and political influence
in toe great, to permit himn te stand aloof wsa
neutral spectator. He could not eontinue to Lold
his office und oppose the President; he could not
retpin his sranding m the Begpubhean party and
aotively support him; and eo he flies (rom the
tielid ot battle to yeturn wuen the smoke o) the
conflictibeging w lift, und ennble him to see on
which of 1l opposing standsitle victory = lkely
to perch,

Mennwhile, his falthful organ in this city is
altemptivng to demonstrate that therels really
no conflict, nor any ground tor contlict, between
the President snd Congress, Congress, it says
cannot undo the work of the Presidenl in the
soutbern States: the President, on the other
hauvd, caunot admit wembers of elther House to
their disputed zeats; and so long 48 each gon-
tmes itseif 1o 1ts own sphere, theve i no po-si-
bility of collision. ‘There is, in all this, an art-
ful gir of innocence which vails m stroke of con-
summate Lm-illi‘ul conning. The moat desirable
thing tor Mr, Heward, a8 a Presidentinl aspirant,
% 10 have the existing ditference kept open. If
it were elosed, by the admission of the South
with white suflrage, Mr, Joliuson or Geueral
Grant would be the next Proesident; If by admis-
slon with black suffrage, Mr. Cosge would be
the inevitable candidate for the Republican

arty: but by keeping the queetion unsettled,
Mr. Beward hopes toslip in as the compromiser
of an otherwize irteconcilable ditterence.

The Trne’ vegeoning on this subject is techni.
eally plansible, but procticaily sbsurd, It i#
trie that the President has no 1igntful voice in
the admission of members of the two Houses;
and that Coneress hus 1o aathority to oust the
néw State Covernments; and that i neither
intrudes into the province of the other, no con.
Rct can ‘arise at these partioular points. But
who can be blind to" 1he eno*mous meongruiry
of the Exscutive departiment ol the Go vernmont
anting on the theory that eleven States are
the Union and enttlon to all Feders! rizligs
while the Leatatative déparvment s troating them

on Whe opposite theory? If they are in the Union
they are entitlod to a' (sl ahare of the Uabinot,
offices and forelgn misslons; but if the ent
bestows on them such n&pomtmenu how can «
Sennte which regurds them as out of the Union
confirm his nominations, or Congress conkent to
appropriations tor their salaries* For these two
great  departments of the Qovernment $o pro-
ooed on opposito theoriss would happlly scoom -
modate the wishes of Mr, Howard; hoth as post-
poning the reconstruction of thoe Cabinet, and
enabling him (if the Ténes' theory were nos

meseed in) to gi\m A quasi support to the Presi

ent witnout breaking with the Republivan
party,

Biit the Executive and Ln*-lnht!vcdr-tmnmenh
of the Government cannot long proceed In inde-
pendence of each other, The ihmmtlw depart
ment becomes defunet unless we crn alect o new
President; and the question between the oxist-
ing President and Congress must be settled bo-
fore a Presidentinl election is possible, The next
President must be elected on ons or the other of
these conficting and rreconcilable theories, 1If
those elevon lfmlm are excluded, the election
will not be valld it they have a good title to vote:
and vice versza. Unlvsa the question is decided,
the Prosidential election will plunge us into
another civil war, I one candidate has a
lnlﬂorig of all the electoral votes, and another
n majerity of the States which Congress considors
ns entitled to be counted, a question will arise
which only the sword can decide, nnless the
Government ia ‘prc\-lour-ly bronght into  har-
mwony with itself,

It ls very certain that the President will not
vield; and there are nbundant indications that
the Kepublican majority in Congress hold of the
Eame temper 88 on the firet day ol the sedsion,
The House reselution, passed by o large mulority
on Monday, was & vote of censure sgainst the
Precident, For whit other purpose could they
have romounstraled agningt hig withdrawing
troops from the Southern States than that of
censure? If meant a8 an wnstruction o the
President, it was a usurpation and an insult,
The Constitution makes him the Commander-in-
Chief of the mmy; scd, in thia eapacity, he is
superior 1o all diclation as to how ita movements
shall be directed. He ean make any distribu-
tion of the troops he plenses. and Congress has
no more right to interfere than the Supreme
Court has to serve on him an injunciion restrain-
ing him from issulog certain orders to his subor 3i-
nate commanders, Alter this gross affront to the
President, supported by so large a majoricy, it is
absurd for the Republicsn journals to descant
on the prospect of & reconcilintion,
